Why Won't Banks Lend? 


The banking committee of the House 
of Commons had a discussion on the 


widely interesting question of why banks 
do not lend money more freely; and came 
to the unanimous conclusion that one 
factor is a doubt in the banker’s mind of 
the ability of the would-be borrower t 
pay back the loan. Doubt as to his ability 
to repay—not his willingness—it is im- 


portant to note. 


One committee-member recalled that 
fifty years ago a man who had a reputa- 


tion for paying his debts could walk into a 
bank and get a loan without putting up 
collateral security. That is not s0 easily 
done today. Not so much because honesty 
has slumped as because conditions have 
changed, 

Fifty years ago, everyone believed 
profitable to expand productio and 
trade. It was assumed that when the 
farmer borrowed money to buy stock or 
the merchant to buy goods there would 
be a demand for the farm prod I 
goods which would provide the money to 
repay the loan with interest. Now bank- 
ers, like everyone else, are skeptical about 
the chance to sell the extra products or 
the extra goods; hence the fear to len 
without security. 

And why have conditions changed? 
Mainly because of international jealousy, 
avarice, and the fear of war—resulting in 
militarist tariffs designed to prevent 
trade expanding and production increas- 
ing. The world needs larger production 
and trade as much as it ever did — is 
not too much wheat in the world, or too 
much of any other necessary co saat 
But the supplies cannot be distributed be- 
cause trade is not allowed to flow freely. 
Hence while wheat piles up in Canada 
other products pile up in other countries 
whose producers would gladly trade them 
for the wheat if they could. 

The world problem is that of clearing 
the channels of distribution. When that is 
done production will again expand and 
trade enlarge; and bank loans for these 
purposes will be readily obtainable. Mean- 
while the nations are living in artificial, 
man-made hardship; bonusing industrial- 
ists so they can buy home-produced pro- 
ducts of the farm, and bonusing farmers 


so they can supply the products; and 
charging up the bonus-money, under the 
names of subsidies, fixed prices and relief 
costs, for the future to worry about. In

The Session At Ottawa 


Parliament was prorogued Saturday 
It met at the middle of January and has 
thus been in session about four and a half 
months, a fair average period. 

The outstanding item of business was 
ratification of the trade agreement with 
the United States, involving substantial 
reductions in tariffs against both imports 
into the Dominion and exports to the Re- 
public, and the cancellation of excise taxes 
on a long list of commodities whose prices 
bear on the cost of living. This agreement 
is also complementary to that made be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, and the latter could not have been

made without readjustments effected by 


the former. The importance of the new 
agreement is therefore two-fold. It re- 
moves barriers against trade tween 


Canada and the United States and facili- 
tates the removal of trade barriers be- 
tween that country and Great Britain. Its 
practical worth has already been shown in 
the enlarged demand for Canadian cattle 
in United States and in the cheapening of 
household requirements imported from 
that country and from others to which 
our “most favored nation” agreements 
apply. 

Of signal interest to western Canada 
directly, and to all Canada indirectly, are 
the measures embodying a new policy in 
| respect to western agriculture. These pro- 
| vide for an initial guaranteed price of 70 
cents for wheat; create a legislative basis 
for assistance to other branches of farm- 
ing; and introduce a scheme of acre- 
bonuses payable to farmers who have 
poor crops or none. The objective as 
stated by Mr. Gardiner is a maximum 
number of farm families, rather than a 
maximum number of bushels of wheat. 

Next in importance is the Central 
Mortgage Bank legislation, under which, 
unless the provinces prevent, there will be 
a uniform scaling down of existing mort- 
gage debts and interest and a fixed 
| maximum limit for interest on future 
mortgage loans applying in all parts of 
| the Dominion. 
| The financial statement presented by 
| Mr. Dunning showed a deficit of $55 mil- 
lions for the year past, and indicated a 

probable deficit of $60 millions for the 
| present year—unless the threats of war

Astute Japanese at home exchange their 
yen on the fixed basis of 340 yen for 100 Ameri- 
can dollars, sending their dollars to Shanghai 
to be turned hack into yen at the rate of 630 for 
$100. Neat way of nearly doubling one’s money! 

Now Japan is alarmed lest the yen collapse 
all the way up the north China coast and into 


Manchukuo. Japanese warships are trying to 
stop the bootlegged yen from Shanghai entering 


Japan. There is the devil to pay over it. 
Money is the weapon of war of which Japan 
is more short. These astute bankers, backed by 
U.S., British end French funds, who knocked 
the bottom out of the yen, dealt Japan a worse 
blow than had they taken a battle from her.
